Full Text of the. Report. 
‘The report of the Committee on Resolu- 


tions and a plan of action was as follows, the 
appeal being given in full: 


“ To the American People—Greeting: The 


Conference on Conciliation and Arbitration, 
under the auspices of the National Civic fed- 
eration, animated by a desire of witnessing 
some practical benefits to the people of our 
land growing out of those deliberations, de- 
sires in a spirit of fairness to make a public 
appeal for greater sobriety of judgment on a 
subject of the first importance. We believe 
that the present time is peculiarly fitting, 
standing, as we do, on the border line of two 
centuries, to make such an appeal, and we 
believe we could in ne better way employ the 
last days of a dying century than by prepar- 
ing ourselves for the highest duties of citizen- 
ship in the new century upon which we are so 
soon to enter. 


While addressing ourselves, for apparent 


reasons, more directly to all those who are 
called upon to mold thought and to shape 
public opinion, chief among which agencies 
are the pulpit and the press, this appeal is, 


under protest, to certify a duly qualified sec- 
retary to this board.“ 

While arguing on this resolution Trustee 
Downey expressed the position of those who 
were for making a direct and straightforward 
declaration.

The 
plant is to compete 
with the glucose trust, known as the Glucose 
Sugar Refining company, and its projectors 
expect to knock out the trust in the East, 
‘where most of the glucose products are dis- 
posed of, by adopting improved methods of 
manufacture and having the advantages of 
Water freightage and proximity to the mar- 
het. Nearly 75 per cent of the country’s 
glucose product is disposed of east of Chicago. 
The trust's plants are all in Illinois and Iowa. 
A company which will be incorporated in 
New Jersey in a few days will operate the 
plant. The principal stockholders are H. H. 
Rogers, E. T. Bedford, the Pratts, and others 
prominent in the affairs of the Standard Oil 
company. The identity of these others and 
the capitalization of the company will be 
known only when it is incorporated. The 
company is practically formed and work on 
the plant has been begun. Contracts for the 
work have been made in the name of the 
Mount Morris Building company of Brook- 
Iyn, which is an offshoot of the Pratt Insti- 
tute. Thomas Gaunt, who was the general 
manager of the American Sugar Refining 
company and built a million dollar plant in 
Chicago for the glucose trust, is in charge of 
the undertaking, and has been installed in an 
office in the Standard Oil Building in Broad - 
way. 

The new plant will cover nearly a third ofa 

‘mile of water front and will at first employ 
Go hands. It will be in operation early next 
summer. On the site two immense factory 
# bufldings, eight and fourteen stories high, are 
being erected.

Barnes Easily Identified. 


The man’s identity was easily established,

Barnes got away, and for some time had 
been living quietly at Hammond, La., where 
he was unknown. He was identified by the 
train crew as the robber who held up the 
train and wounded Conductor Kinnabrew 
on Thursday night. 
With all the facts before them the de- 
tectives, including Agent Murray, say there 
is nothing to show that Barnes was aided 
in, the holdup. Two special officers claimed 
to have had a brush with two men shortly 
after the robbery. Murray now says that 
one of them was Barnes and the other was 
a passerby, probably Roy Henderson, no 
was afterward arrested, but who was in no 
way implicated. He thinks Barnes, in his 
flight after the robbery, dropped his re- 
volver. If he had one.at the time that he 
met the police they would not be alive to- 
day, for Barnes would have killed them both 
before they knew what was happening. 


Swamp Haunted by Detectives. 


After the bruSh with the police Barnes 
went to a dairy, where he washed his hands. 
Then he made his way into the swamp and 
evidently believed that he could remain 
there until the officers should be drawn off. 
But Agent Murray was certain that the 
robber had not made his way to the city, 
and he employed all of his force in search- 
ing that locality for the bandit. 
The detectives have haunted the swamp. 
Their persistency is believed to have shown 
Barnes the folly of an attempt to escape 
and driven him to take his own life. 
wounds he received at the time of the rob- 
bery had not been dressed and he must have 
suffered greatly. 


Barnes’ Career in St. Louis. 


Dec. 18.—Channing B. 
Barnes, or John H. Nelson as he was known 
here, the train robber who was found dead 
near New Orleans today, Mved in this city 
with his wife previous to the robbery of a 
train on the Illinois Central at Wickliffe, 
After that robbery he and his brother 
Charles were traced here, the latter being 
captured. An attempt was made to capture 
Channing, but he eluded six or eight picked 
detectives and after a running fight with re- 
volvers on July 13 escaped and was not again 
heard of until today. 
The detectives surrounded the house in 
which Channing lived and tried to get him 
to come out, but he became suspicious and 
jumped from a second-story window and 
scaled a fence, with the detectives close be- 
hind. A fusillade of revolver shots was ex- 
changed, in which he escaped unhurt, but 
succeeded in wounding George Murray, a 
special detective of the Illinois Central rail- 
road, who had traced 
Channing Barnes’ wife did not, until that

their ascendency in politics. Reputable and 
old-time Republicans are ignored, and Demo- 
erats masquerade as Republican managers 
in Kankakee County.

Small explained, 
however, he had paid the employes out of ais 
private pocket, and as the books of the 
atylum were not — to the other side they 
accepted his explanation. | 
80 it has been charged that the heating 
plant in the house of one employé was put in 
by asylum labor, that the house of another 
employé was built and painted in the same 
manner, and a lot of similar stories are being 
circulated. The reply is always like the one 
made in the case of Small and the sidewalk, 
that the employé reimbursed the State for 
the outlay, and there has been no means of 
disproving the denial. The fact that such 
rumors are in constant circulation is insisted 
on as good reason for a legislative investiga- 


tion. 

“The fact of the whole matter is.“ said 
one of the best-known and most respected 
of the old-time Republicans of Kankakee, 
“that a Republican Legislature owes it to 
the Republicans of Kankakee County to take 
hold of the situation here and remedy mat- 
ters.

GRAND JURY. TO INVESTIGATE

Unanimous Decision Reached for a 
Thorough Examination of Charges

By a unanimous vote the grand jury yes- 
terday afternoon determined to make a thor- 
ough investigation of the City Hall scan- 
dals and of the prevalence of crime and 
vice in Chicago. The twenty-three jurors de- 
clared for a most searching inquiry into the 
charges involving the Police department, the 
claims that payment of bush money has 
made basement dives and disreputable places 
immune from police interference, and the 
other evils which are said to exist in viola- 
tion of the laws and unchecked by-the mu- 
nicipal authorities. It was further deter- 
mined to remain in session until Jan. 5, if 
— be, that the inquiry may be made com- 
plete.

An Inquiry as to the operation of basement dives, 
other places of disrepute, and all-night saloons.

 Subpenas for Newspaper Men. 


As the first step toward the inquiry which 
will begin in earnest today supcenas were 
issued last night for a number of hewspaper 
men. The grand jury expects to secure in- 
formation in this way from those who have 
been active in gathering evidence of alleged 
infractions of the laws which will be of much 
importance later. Written demand was 
served on State’s Attorney Deneen requiring 
him to produce all the evidence dealing with 
these problems which has come to his hands. 
Assistant Sheriff Lawson also was called 
before the body and requested to assign six 
Deputy Sheriffs for grand jury service this 
afternoon, when subpoenas for much-want- 
ed witnesses are expected to issue. Even 
Judge Gibbons, who instructed the jury to 
make this inquiry, may be formally cited to 
give evidence on which he based his charge. 

It was after 4 o'clock in the afternoon 
when the grand jury, having disposed of its 
docket cases, took up the consideration of 
Judge Gibbons’ supplemental instructions. 
For the second time during his term of office 
State’s Attorney Deneen was summoned to 
appear before the body. He made a brief 
statement of the charges which have been 
made. and of the evidence which had reached 
his office. He offered the jury the use of 
special officers attached to his department. 
He further asserted that as he and Mayor 
Harrison had frequently censured each other 
through interviews he did not desire to direct 
the inquiry, as the inference might prevail 
that he was playing politics.” 

“I am a Democrat,”’ came the reply from 
Juror John S. Cooper, but I am here to 
indict any Democrat who has been guilty of 
wrong doing. There is no politics in this 
grand jury. You are the first to introduce 
politics.”

IDEA IS FOR ONE SYSTEM. 


Unification of the Various Boards 
to Be Suggested tothe 
| _ Legislature. 


MAY AGREE ON WARD LINES. 


The Special City Park commission will re- 
port to the Council at its first meeting in 
January a plan for park consolidation to be 
y the Legisla- 
ture. A subcommittee to draft the bill was 
ordered appointed yesterday at the meeting 


ot the commission. It is the intention of the 
commission, if possible, to support the meas- 


ure which the Civic federation is preparing 


| for the Legislature. 


In case park consolidation, as proposed 


| by the Civic federation bill, fails of passage 


the Council and the Lincoln Park board will 
have measures to present which are designed. 
to correct deficiencies in the present park 
system. | 

As the plans stand at present it is the in- 
tention of the Chicago men to ask that the 
parks be consolidated under one ‘manage- 
ment, appointments to the governing board 
to be made by the Mayor. If this measure 
should pass it will include all the changes 
which the Council desires in the direction 
of the parks. It will combine the three park 
systems under a department of parks, which 
will have control of parks now under the 
management of three park boards and the 


City Council. 
Has a Substitute Plan. 

If this measure should be killed the Council 
desires to secure minor changes, in which it 
will be aided by the Lincoln Park board. The 
Park board will ask the Legislature for tax- 
ing power. It will ask for an amendment to 
the law which will create the Park board as a 
corporate body and place it upon the same 
footing as the other two Park boards. 

In Meu of any better adjustment of the 
problem, the city desires to have the juris- 
dittion of the present Park boards extended 
so as to inculde all territory within the city 
limits. Some parts of the city are outside of 
any of the park districts and it would be im- 
possible for a Park board to undertake the 
management of a small park established by 
the city in such sections. 

As it is desired to have the city’s ideas of 
park legislation formulated early in the ses- 
sion of the Legislature, the commission will 
work during the holidays to have its report 
ready for the Council at its next regular 
meeting. ; 

Compromise Ward Line Measure. 

Redistricting as it probably will be decided 
upon on Friday afternoon at the special 
session of the Council will be in the shape 
of a compromise ordinance. A combination 
of what have been termed the worst and 
the best propositions made to the Council is 
said to have a majority of the votes pledged.

Alderman All has raised the point that 
the redistricting law does not require hold- 
over Aldermen cast in the same ward to draw 
lots. He took the subject to the Corpora- 
tion Counsel for a decision yesterday and 
expects to secure a ruling before the Coun- 
cil meets on Friday. It is his contention 
that the Aldermen should both hold over 
and that there should be no election in the 
ward.

STATE BRINGS INSURANCE SUIT. 


Judge Dunne Acts on Petition and Is- 
sues Restraining Order Against Co- 
lumbus Mutual Life Association. 


The Judges of the Circuit Court were yes- 
terday asked to dissolve the Columbus Mutu- 
al Life association, an assessment insurance 
organization, on the charge that it is insol- 
vent. The petition was filed by James R. B. 
Van Cleave, Superintendent of the State In- 
surance department, in Judge Dunne’s court, 
and an injunction was issued restraining the 
officers of the association from transferring 
any of the assets till further order of the 
court. The injunction runs against James B. 
Hogue, President of the association; the 
other officers and directors being joined as 
defendants to the suit. * 

The Columbus Mutual Life association has 
operated under a State charter, its main 
office being in room 811, 59 Clark street. The 
investigation of the condition of the com- 
pany by the State Insurance department was 
concluded on Dec. 1 and the present bill is 
filed on the information of the financial 
standing then ascertained. 

It is declared by the Superintendent of In- 
surance that matured death claims and other 
obligations of the corporation exceed its 
assets and the periodical payments of death 
assessments from the members. 

Judge Chetlain yesterday named Almon

place of the former receiver, the Royal Trust 
company. .

SAY DETLOFF KILLED HIMSELF. 


Physicians Hold Post Mortem on Body 
of Aged German and Decide. 


Against Murder Theory. 


What was thought by the police to be a 
possible murder was disposed of Tast night 
as a suicide by Coroner’s Physician George 
Leininger and former Coroner’s Physician 
Noel. An autopsy. on the body of Charles 
Detloff, the German recluse, who was found 
dead on Monday morning with a bullet wound 
in his head, convinced the physicians that 
the wound could easily have been self-in- 
flicted. The bullet entered the head just 
above and in front of the left ear, ranging 
upward, a wound, the physicians say, that 
a right-handed man could inflict by slightly 
turning his head. Powder marks on the skin 
bear out the suicide theory. 

Detloff was found dead by Frank Corbett, 
his son-in-law, at 68 Reese street.

Deputy Coroner Senff 
asked the Coroner’s physician to make a 
post-mortem examination, and continued the 
inquest until Thursday.

The two detectives, while 
still suspecting Norton of some connection with the affair—it might even be that the two 
men, relying on the remarkable resemblance between them just then made known, were 
working together—had changed opinions suddenly. It was upon Atherton that they now 
hoped and expected to fix the guilt of having murdered Eunice Henderson.

and Louis Bonaparte, one or the other of 
whom may some day become Emperor of the 
French, it will, on the other hand, place the 
widowed Duchess in an independent position, 
besides crowning her ambition to share a 
throne, be the latter ever so small. 
Possessed of the most extravagant 


tastes, 
she was left totally unprovided for by her 
hideously homely and elderly husband, who 


was at the same time her uncle, being a 
younger brother of her mother, and likewise 
of the late King Humbert. She, therefore, 
remained entirely dependent upon the gen- 
erosity of the latter, and as such was com- 
pelled to submit to his control of her be- 
havior in every particular, a control all the 
more galling, as she is wayward, capricious, 
and passionate, besides being possessed of 
that same susceptibility of heart and readi- 
ness to sacrifice everything, the conven- 
tionalities of life first and foremost, for the 
sake of an “affaire de cœur, which dis- 
tinguished the sisters of the first Napoleon. 
Time and again was she called to account 
by King Humbert for indiscretions of a 
sensational character which trespassed be- 
yond the limits of mere fiirtations, and it 
may be remembered that on one occasion 
after a midnight supper at Turin, which set 
all Italy talking, he deprived her of the use 
of the royal liveries, and of all her rights to 
royal honors for a period of three months. 


The new King is disposed to show himself 
even still more strict towards her than Hum- 
bert, and he has commenced by cutting down 
her allowance, so that what with one thing 
— another she finds life intolerable at 

n. 

A marriage with Prince Albert of Monaco, 
who derives a colossal income from the 
gambling tables at Monte Carlo, would ren- 


der her independent of King Victor Emman- 


uel, not only financially, but likewise in 
every other respect, and she is not sufficient- 
ly squeamish to entertain any scruples as to 
the source of her husband's wealth, or con- 
cerning his notoriously evil character, for 
his private life can only be compared to that 
of Milan of Servia. His behavior to his first 
wife, sister of the ae Duke of Hamilton, 
was so abominable as to excite the indigna- 
tion of all decent people, and when, after be- 
coming involved in all sorts of unsavory 
scandals, he ultimately married Mise Alice 
Heine of New Orleans, widow of the Duke of 
Richelieu, he must have known that, 
owing to his failure to complete certain in- 
dispensable formalities required by French 
law, that the union was ipso facto invalid, 
and could thus be sundered by him as soon as 
he tired of his consort No. 2. F 


now — 4 the third wife of the Brince, is 
so deVoured by ambition that when engaged 
to the present Duke of Aosta, her cousin, she 
deliberately jilted him on the eve of the date 
appointed for the wedding, ahd married in- 
stead his father, that is to say, her uncle, 
solely because she believed that by becom- 
ing his wife she had a better chance of be- 
coming Queen of Italy than if she married 
his son, who was more remote from the 
throne. „ 

At one moment it was believed that she 
would become the wife of Prince Ferdinand 
of Bulgaria. But the latter is too much of an 
Orleans to admit of the possibility of any 
such union, added to which Ferdinand is in 
such tened circumstances, financially 
speaking, that there would be little to com- 
pensate her for the exile to a place so re- 
mote from civilization as Sofia. Moreover, it 
is imperative that if- Ferdinand marries 
again he should wed a Princess of the creed 
of the people over whom he rules, that is to 
say. the Orthodox Greek Rite.: 

Another marriage which the Duchess was 
at one moment on the point of contracting 
was with Roland Bonaparte, who, like the 
hes te of Monaco, derives his vast wealth 
from the Monte Carlo gambling tables, of 
which he became through his wife, the late 
Marie Blanc, a part proprietor. But to this 
match, not only the entire royal family of 
Italy, where she ranks as a Princess of the 
blood, but likewise her two brothers, were 
bitterly opposed, the Princes Louis and Vic- 


chances of a Bonapartist restoration of the 
empire in France would be terribly injured 
if not completely ruined were they to become 
through her marriage to Roland Bonaparte, 
related to the Edmond Blanc and other mem- 
bers of the disreputable Blanc family, be- 
sides having foisted upon them as brother-in- 
law a man such as Roland, whese father, 
Prince Peter, the black sheep of the Bona- 
parte family, was a three-fold homicide, and 
of such evil repute that he was not even ad- 
mitted to the terribly shady court of the 
Tullertes by his cousin, Napoleon III. 


A marriage with Prince Albert of Monaco 
presents none of these drawbacks. For 
while, on the one hand it will give her the 
same rank as the consort of a reigning sov- 
ereign, as she would have enjoyed if she had 
married Prince Ferdinand of Bulgaria, on 
the other hand it will render her quite as 
rich as if she had married Roland Bona- 
parte. She will be able to divide her time be- 
tween her husband’s magnificent palace in 
Paris, his grand old country seat at Mar- 
chais, one of the finest specimens of old 
feudal castles that remain in France, and 
the picturesque palace at Monte Carlo, which 
for several months in the year is the center 
of everything that is gay and brilliant. In 
between times she will be able to visit the 
various foreign courts, with the knowledge 
that she will be received everywhere, no 
longer as a Princess of minor rank, but as a 
full-fledged sovereign, and with the honors 
due to monarchs. 
Prince Albert of Monaco has a son by his 
first wife, who bears the name of Louls, and 
who is now serving in the French army 


as officer of a cavalry regiment stationed in 


Tunis. He is rather disposed to empon- 
point, and bears a far greater resemblance 
to his mother’s brother, the late Duke of 
Hamilton, than to his father. He is much 
liked by the officers of his regiment on ac- 
count of his simple and unaffected ways, and 
is an object of sympathy owing to the con- 
duct of his father in declining to give him 
an allowance of more than $4,000 a year. 

Prince Albert has no children, recognized 
as such, by his union with his American 
wife. The Duchess of Aosta has a son by her 
first marriage, a sickly youth, who bears the 
title of Count of Salemi, whom she rarely 
sees, and who has been brought up by her 
mother, the saintly Princess Clothilde Bona- 
parte, at Moncalieri, near Turin.
